During the hot weather, the 
fish will not keep for any length of 
time unless packed in ice as soon as 
taken from the nets, Thousands of 
pounds of whitefish have been thrown 
away on account of the lack of facili- 
ties for keeping it; a loss to the coun- 
try in this great time of need, and to 
the fishermen. 

The government has allotted the 
buying to a certain number of com- | 
panies who are located on the south) 
shore of the lake close to the railroad, 
In order to catch fish in any quantity, 
the fishermen must set their nets close 
to the north shore, and then return 
with their catch to the south shore to} 
dispose of it to the buyers who accept) 
the fish in good condition and the bal- 
ance is thrown away. A large number 
of the fishermen who had located on 
the north shore have discontinued | 
fishing as they find it Impossible to} 
earn a living under present conditions, 
A number of the fishermen have lost 
their whole catches, some of them 
amounting to hundreds of dollars.

Both Flanks of the German Forces Between Rheims and 
Soissons Appear to Have Been Turned —On British 
Front Enemy Withdraws Between Montdidier and 
Mereuil—Most of Ground in Albert Sector Is Now 
Occupied by Haig’s Forces 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—The town of Fismes, Germany's great 
storehouse on the Aisne-Marne battlefront, has been taken by 
French and American troops, according to the French official 
communication issued this evening. The French also have 
crossed the Vesle at several points. 


PARIS, Aug. 4 (4:20 p.m.)—Both flanks of the German 
forces between Rheims and Soissons appear to have been turned. 
The French have forced:a crossing of the Vesle, west of Rheims, 

German reinforcements are reported arriving at the Soissons 
sector from the north. .The Allies continued their advance, ac- 
cording to latest reports, although it is held within prudent 
limits. The Allied left wing has moved faster than the right 
and further progress in the Soissons region might expose it to a 
counter-attack from the enemy. 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—(Battlefront, 1:05 p.m.)—Allied troops have 
crossed the Aisne at several points between Soissons and Venizol. 
The German resistance is faltering on the left wing of the Allied 
Advance, while it is growing stubborn and desperate on the right 
wing, where the Germans still retain a foothold on the southern bank 
of the Vesle, between Champigny and Jonchery, northwest of Rheims.

One of the premier's novel experi 
ences was going down in a British 
submarine. He admitted that he was 
almost as badly scared as he was 
when on the battle front the shells 
were shrieking overhead and there 
was the unpleasant suggestions that 
seme might be coming the other way.
